Commendation of the state departs

“From the report of the 1928 in* 
apertion of the Adams county prison, 
we find that a number of improve* 
nients have been made and we con*

points out that new 
spouting ami roof gutters have been 
put on the building; new iron bed* 
and bedding have been provided; new 
padlocks have been furnished for the 
cell doors; the entire building haa 
(teen cleaned up, including the base* 
ment; practically all of the vermin 
has been eliminated; prisoners ara 
compelled to bathe 
when admitted;

bed clothes as they enter, and doors 
of unoccupied cells are now kept lock* 
ed at all times.

SAYS HE KILLED 
HALL-MILLS PAIR 


Convict in Oklahoma 
Declares 
He Shot Couple and Then 
' Placed Bodies Where Found. 


El Reno, Okla., April 19.—(A P)—A 
confession to the killing of the Rev. 
Edward W* Hall, and Mrs. Eleanor 
Milla, near New Brunswick, New Jer­ 
sey, September 14, 1922, was signed 
bi the county Jail here yesterday by 
Elwin F. Allen, 28 years old, who 
recently wa* converted by a religious j 
meeting in the jail. 
Alien is held 
here on a burglary charge. 
The confession, supplemented by g , 
written statement to W. P. Morrison, 
county attorney of Canadian county, 
says that he was paid $7000 for the 
killing by an Elizabeth (N. J.) den­ 
tist, who, it says, was a relative of 
Mrs. Mills. 
The confession says that 
Allen’s common-iaw wife held Mrs. 
Mills while Allen shot 
her. 
The 
woman’s name is not revealed, but 
Allen late yesterday gave Morrison 
the name of h a other alleged accom­ 
plice, which Morrison is withholding 
until he has heard from Francis L. 
Bergen, prosecutor of Somerville, N.

Find Bone Discrepancies 
County authorities are checking 
Allen’s story with records of the case. 


They had found some discrepancies, 
notably that Allen had placed thej 
killing in 1821 when it occurred in 
1922, and that he mentioned a make 
of motorcar used in the slaying that 
j had not been placed on the market 
j at that time.

Allen’s story was first poured out

up the whole works.” 
Found Them In Auto 
Allen said he held up Doctor Hall 
and Mrs. Mills as they sat in an au­ 
tomobile parked along the highway 
near New Brunswick, and shot them, 
after driving into a cornfield. 
Then he smoked a couple of cigar­ 
ettes, he said, and removed the bodies 
to the spot where they were found, 
arranging them side by side. 
He said he drove the automobile 
in which his victims had been riding 
to near Vernon, Delaware. 
There he 
burned the car near an old saw mill. 
Allen has had a long criminal rec­ 
ord in Connecticut, Texas and Okla­ 
homa.

Umbers To Be Used For Demo­ 
cratic Convention Hall at 
Houston “Ready Made.” 


Houston, Tex. (A P )—Madc-to-ordcr 
timbers are going into the democratic 
i convention ha!! here. 
‘ Because of the mammoth sire of the 
wooden structure, specially cut lumber 
had to be obtained. Gigantic uprights, 


14 inches square and 14 feet high, which 
now support the arched roofs, were 
growing in Louisiana less than three 
Weeks before. Likewise the bolted 
lumber going into the roof spans is 
fresh from the pine forests. 
The drying kilns were the only stop­ 
ping point from forest to building. A 
picked squad of lumbermen ’here do 
nothing but cull and sort, freely dis­ 
carding sticks that reveal any blemish 
or knot. 
Steel rods that keep, the coof spans 
from spreading also are specially cast 
and rushed here. The contractors have 
given bond to complete the building by 
xray 26. 
Houston might quickly recoup its 
'contribution to the party coffers which 
landed the convention, should it be de­ 
cided to charge to watch construction 
activities of the hall. 
Although the city has watched 25, 30 
and 35-story buildings go up with bore­ 
dom, it is getting a real thrill from the 
htU’i construction.

Construction officials estimate that 
from I,OOO to 5,000 persons have spent 
a part or most of a day as spectators.
